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Board President Announces 
Progressive Changes 


Bishop Roy L. H. Winbush and the members of the 
Church Of God In Christ Publishing Board have 
directed the editor of the Whole Truth newspaper 
to totally revamp the paper. The decision was the 
next stage in a series of programmed changes to 
give greater service to the Church at large. 


The publishing house installed new computers 
and other machines to modernize its operations. As 
a result, the Whole Truth underwent changes in print 
style, paper quality and other areas. Now the issues 
of more detailed graphic design, color processing, 
expanded news coverage and a better delivery 
system have been addressed. All of this hinges 
upon the reality of making tangible profits through 
a price increase and subscription rallies. The board 
directed the editor to begin the transformation and 
nopefully it will usher in a new era of service to the 
Church. The increase in price is immediately 
effective. 

Bishop Winbush reflected positively about the 
changes, “The potential for serving the Church is 
limitless. We must bring all that we can to bear and 
maximize our every effort. The paper must reflect the 
life and times of the Church everywhere. Of course, 
the paper should be self sufficient also.” With that 
in mind the publishing board voted an increase 
which truly reflects the real cost of doing business. 


In other matters of business the board considered 
items which further affect the Church. The board 
voted to establish a commission to study and pur- 
sue the writing of our Church's history. The board’s 
preference is an individual who is a scholarly 
researcher and an accurate disciplined pente- 
costal. In the same vein they voted to pursue the 
writing of the presiding bishop's story. The work shall 
cover the Patterson years from 1968-present. Many 
names were mentioned, however, none was 
selected to do the task. 


A quarterly magazine was voted upon and 
development is already underway. Critical areas 
of staffing and producing ministerial type materials 
for all credential holders was at issue. Our pastors, 
preachers and credential holders need something 
especially prepared for them. Hopefully the first edi- 
tion will be ready for the Holy Convocation. More 
information is forthcoming. 

In less eventful but equally important matters, the 
upgrading and colorizing of the Sunday School 
curriculum materials was voted upon. In March of

Christian Development

Christians develop and grow just as babies 
develop physically. There are three stages of 
development: infancy, childhood and adulthood. 
These stages are natural and failure for an in- 
dividual to develop along these lines is harmful. 
Failure to grow spiritually is indicative of a serious 
problem likewise. 


The first level of development is infancy. As 
newborn babes desire the sincere milk of the Word, 
that ye may grow thereby (I Peter 2:2). No one would 
leave a newborn baby unattended. Mature Chris- 
tians must nurture the babies in Christ. While an in- 
fant Christian, a saint must be fed the proper diet. 
For example, some religious books can cause 
harm. Babies can be easily frustrated and hurt. 
Baby Christians have to be handled with sensitivi- 
ty. Once after proper time the infant should be 
weaned and this denotes progress. 

Childhood is characterized by curiosity, talka- 
tiveness, and unsteadiness. Persons in this stage 
have not learned control. “In the multitude of words 
there wanteth not sin: but he that refraineth his lips 
is wise” (Proverbs 10:49). Joking, jesting, speaking 
evil indicates needed or continued development. 
Time, grace and solid instruction develops the child 
into a splendid adult. This denotes further develop- 
ment and growth. 


Spiritual adulthood is marked by the following: 
4. Esteeming earthly things lightly 

2. Deadness to censure or praise 

3. Ability to recognize God at work’ 


By the time a Christian reaches manhood he has 
set some priorities. He knows that God is first in his 
life and that everything operates around this truth. 
Mature Christians have learned to be content in 
whatever state or situation they find themselves. “But 
with me it is a very small thing that | should be judg- 
ed of you or of man’s judgment: | judge not mine 
own self. For | know nothing by myself; yet am | not 
hereby justified: but he that judgeth is the Lord.” (I 
Corinthians 4:3-4). Paul had arrived at the point 
where he sought only to please God. Immature 
Christians are extremely sensitive to praise or 
criticism. Mature Christians are God-conscious 
rather than people conscious. The Biblical char- 
acter, Moses, gives insight on the work of God when 
he has seemingly put us on hold. Moses led the 
children of Israel across the Red Sea at the ripe age 
of eighty. Only God determines the final script in our 
lives, 


If you want to grow spiritually, read the Bible daily. 
“But seek ye first the kingdom of God and his 
righteousness, and all these things shall be added 
unto you” (Matthew 6:33). Spiritual maturity does not 
happen overnight. There are many failures, but 
thank God for his mercy. We have only to repent 
and keep moving toward the perfect man.

The program booklet read, “The Church With A 
Glorious Past, An Exciting Present, And A Bright 
Future.’ The happy and industrious saints and 
friends of the Mt. Olive Holy Temple Church Of God 
In Christ celebrated fifty years of ministry. The Nep- 
tune, New Jersey congregation's roots extend 
beyond fifty years, however, they observed a 1938 
reference as their true origin. To celebrate this oc- 
casion Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr. keynoted a gala 
affair and saints from around the country attended. 


In 1927, Elder Grisby Dozier and his wife, |da, 
settled in Asbury Park, New Jersey. There was no 
local Church Of God In Christ in the community. 
After much prayer and the Lord's leading, the 
Doziers began a prayer meeting in their home. 
From those humble beginnings has developed the 
Mt. Olive Holy Temple Church. 


The current pastor is the dynamic and progressive 
Dr. Martin Luther Johnson, Ph.D. He is the current 
leader following a long line of distinguished pastors. 
The first pastor was Elder J. W. Simon and he took 
the Dozier’s house prayer and organized a Church. 
His pastorate was disputed by a split and the prayer 
warriors, Elder and Sister Dozier started another 
prayer meeting. Finally, Bishops O. T. Jones, Sr. and 
A. J. Reid sent a strong young servant, Elder C. H. 
Cotton to be the pastor. Under Elder Cotton a store 
front was opened in Neptune, New Jersey, hence 
the true beginning of Mt. Olive Holy Temple Church. 


Vernard Johnson at the 
Montreal Jazz Festival 


The Montreal Jazz Festival, which is known for 
showcasing some of the best talent in the world, 
had a totally unique feature at this year’s Fest. The 
program read Miles Davis, Dizzy Gillespie, Kenny G, 
Manhattan Transfer, and then a gospel music 
recording artist, Vernard Johnson, of Fort Worth, 
Texas. Johnson, the first gospel artist to be invited 
since Mahalia Jackson, was described by the 
‘Alcan Festival Internationale De Jazz’ as one who, 
‘..has restored to gospel music its strength and 
wildness, its rhythm and passion. Gospel isn’t only 
sung; it can be played too, and played well. That 
is the form of expression chosen by saxophonist Ver- 
nard Johnson.” 


Johnson's career lists a string of other outstanding 
accomplishments such as performances for Presi- 
dents (The President of Liberia, Africa and the Presi- 
dent of The United States), Ambassadors, The King 
& Queen of the African Zulu Tribe and many other 
high ranking religious and governmental officials. 
Robert Palmer of The New York Times described 
Johnson's performance in New York City as a “Highly 
impressive debut. . .waving his right hand in the air, 
stamping impatiently on the wooden floor, knotting 
his brow in concentration and playing the alto sax- 
ophone like an angel, Vernard Johnson had the 
audience on its feet and shouting, Saturday night 
at Washington Square Methodist Church.” 


Elder Cotton served faithfully and years later he took 
another charge. He was followed by Elder Eubanks, 
then Elder H. A. Griffin and Elder Samuel J. Williams, 
Pastor Emeritus. Elder Williams is the builder of the 
new church building the congregation currently 
worships in. 


Elder Williams served faithfully from 1967-1985. 
After years of service and failing health he asked 
God for a successor. Elder Johnson, an army chap- 
lain, was attending the Church. He proved worthy 
and faithful. In 4985, God’s will was for Elder Johnson 


to carry on the tradition.

They were on duty to 
give first aid and care where needed. 


Literature on many diseases was presented to the 
public such as Hypertension, Aids, Family Planning, 
Venereal Diseases, Cardiovascular Diseases, 
Diabetes, Weight Control, Sickle Cell, etc. Also, 
Blood Pressure Screening was offered throughout 
the meeting along with teaching related to the con- 
ditions. Emphasis was placed on Breast Cancer, in- 
structions given on how to examine the breast and 
early diagnosis. Diet instructions were also given on 
weight control. Diabetes, cardiovascular problems, 
low cholesterol, hypertension, and many other 
health related diets were highlighted.

A Boost for Missions continuea 


Over the years, Bishop Moody has talked to the 
Rivers about the pressing needs of the mission field. 
This year, the Rivers were led of the Lord to com- 
municate that same message to other saints who 
had expressed an interest in sharing with the less 
fortunate. 


But potential patrons needed an opportunity to 
acquire first-hand information on COGIC involve- 
ment in foreign ministry. Consequently, Charles and 
June planned a missions reception at which Bishop 
Moody would be the honored guest. 


On July 16th at the Rivers’ West Outer Drive home, 
over thirty concerned saints and friends gathered, 
each with one hundred dollars for the support of 
missions. Bishop Moody arrived accompanied by 
Bishop Earl Wright, presiding prelate of the Second 
Eccelsiastical Jurisdiction and Elder Havious Green, 
pastor of the Antioch Church in Christ and ardent 
supporter of missions. 


Bishop Moody addressed those in attendance, 
thanking them in advance for their support and 
sharing with them his concern for the work in Africa. 
He outlined priorities which included continuing 
financial support for the following: schools and 
Miss’y Parker in Johannesburg, South Africa; schools 
and pastoral support in Malawi, Central Africa; and 
salaries of COGIC school teachers in Liberia, West 
Africa. He then entertained questions and provided 
literature on the COGIC Missions Department. His 
sincerity and commitment permeated his 
responses to visitors’ comments and inquiries. 


During the course of the evening, Bishop Moody 
relayed heart-warming episodes of his travels to 
foreign lands. At times, he has slept on the ground, 
gone without food for prolonged periods, and 
ministered the Word without adequate rest. “In spite 
of it all,’ he said, “| look forward to going abroad, 
because God always does something wonderful 
while we're there.” 


The high point of the reception came when Elder 
Green presented Bishop Moody with over $5,000 
for the work in Africa. Guests cheered as Bishop 
Mooay, both delighted and surprised, accepted 
the gift on behalf of COGIC Missions. So moved 
were some of the guests that they have since 
pledged to continue their financial support. 

Meanwhile, at Antioch, a group called Hearts 
Touched For Missions, also of the Second Ecclesi- 
astical Jurisdiction, was busy. This organization sup- 
ports the efforts of Mother Mary Gullick, Women’s 
Supervisor of Haiti. Once again, the saints gave 
freely, raising over $5,000 for the Haitian work. 

The evening service featured music by Antioch’s 
chamber orchestra; a soul-stirring rendition of 
“Great Is Thy Faithfulness” by Sis. LaBarbara 
Whitehead; and a pictorially illustrated tribute to 
Mother Gullick, presented by Sis. Pat Lewis of Battle 
Creek, Michigan. Still, the service would have been 
incomplete without the timely and annointed 
message of Bishop Moody entitled, “A Glimpse of 
the Heart of God.” (Jn. 3:126; Mt. 9:36-38) 

In it, Bishop Moody stressed the universality of 
God's love; the giving nature of His love; and God's 
chief desire, that all souls be saved. His message 
was seasoned with bits of humor and excerpts from 
his experience in full-time ministry. He concluded 
by challenging the audience: “What are you giv- 
ing? If we do not do the work Christ on earth, it won't 
be done.” 

The verity of those words is still ringing in our 
hearts. A few mission-minded individuals raised pro- 
ceeds of over $10,000 for foreign missions in just one 
day. But do we dare become complacent when 
there is so much more to be done? The answer is 
a resounding “No!”; for we have barely scratched 
the surface! 

It is imperative that God’s people everywhere 
commit to giving, whether out of abundance or 
sacrifically, to support the ministry abroad. “The 
harvest truly is plenteous, but the laborers are few. 
Pray ye, therefore, the Lord of the harvest, that he 
will send forth laborers into his harvest.”

William Archie Patterson, Jr’s picture was placed 
in the “Gallery of Life’ on December 8, 1928 in 
Dyersburg, Tennessee by his parents Bishop W. A. 
Patterson, Sr. and the late Mother Mary L. Pattersor'’s

the eldest of six children born into his family. 


He began his education in Humboldt, Tennessee 
and continued it in Memphis, Tennessee where he 
also attended LeMoyne College.

After receiving the miracle of healing, he rededi- 
cated himself to the Lord and acknowledged his 
call to the ministry. He delivered his first sermon 
February 20, 1970: “Measuring Up To God's Stan- 
dard.” He was licensed under the authority of his 
father. On August 27, 1970 he was ordained an 
“Elder.” 

Being a well-rounded individual caused him to 
serve in many capacities including the United 
States Army from which he received an honorable 
discharge. He served as Superintendent of Sunday 
School, President of YPWW and Deacon in his local 
church before being appointed as Assistant Pastor 
in 1973. 

In 1977 Elder Patterson was married to the former 
Mrs. Hazel Guy who was a faithful, loving and 
devoted wife. This union lasted until his demise. 

Other accomplishments to his credit include: serv- 
ice on the Police Task Force for the City of Detroit;

Elder W. A. Patterson, Jr. was elevated to the office 
of Superintendent on January 10, 1986.

Superintendent Patterson maintained employ- 
ment at Sears, Roebuck and Company until 
retirement. 

During the last few weeks, his physical limitations 
called for increased rest but New Jerusalem shall 
forever remember his dedication to the church and 
his deeper spiritual relationship to Christ. 


As Co-Pastor, the office to which he was ap- 
pointed in 1986, he showed in every way possible 
that he was totally committed to doing the will of 
God, not only by instruction but also by example. 

Superintendent Patterson, Jr. departed this life, 
Monday, August 8, 1988 at 10:34 a.m. He fought a 
good fight. He kept the faith. We celebrate the 
homegoing of a saint.
